One said he sdmired Governor
Hill, but from tho way he talleed he inferred
that the governor wias under the impression
that Cleveland could not win without his us-
sistance.

Harrison Delegations,
pDIxnraxavonis, Bept. 21.—General Harrlson
receivod two delogations to-day. One from
Winchester and other towns in Randolph
county, Indiang, composed largely of facm-
ers, camo on two special trams of forty
conches and numberad over twonty-five hun-
dred, boing oneof the largest delugations
that has visited the city., Among them wora
savoral politieal organizutions, aud 125 Tippe-
canoe veterans; nlso the Lincoln league elub
of 200 first voters.

PROVISIONS OF THE MEASURE.

A Bl Introduced to Suspend the Op-
erntions of the Timber Cul-
Aure and  Desert
Lnnd Acts,

Wasmixarox, Sept. 21.—In the scnate to-
day Mr. Stewnrt iotroduced o bill regulat-
ing the presuntation of bills and joint reso-
lutions to the presidont of the Uniteda States,
which was referred ta the committea on
rules, Mre Stewart also offered o resoiution
reciting the stutoments in thoe publio press
that the prescatation of bills o the prosident
is froquently delaved for several dayvs, and
sometimes for weeks, by the house commmittoe
on enrolled bills, and resolving thut the sen
nta, as n branch of tho legislative department
of the government, call the attention of the
louse of ropresoututives to such dalays n
preaenting bills tothe prasident of the United
SBtates, und wsk the huuse to coqiiee its ot
ficera 1o prosent sueh bills wilhout unneces-
sary delay

It wius ordered thot when the sonate ad-
Journ today It be to mget ou Monday,

The house bitl to mwke the department of
agrionlture onoe of the excentive departinonts
of the government was tuken up, the ques-
tion bolng the nmendment 10 strike out the
fifth section, witich transfers the wouatlier
vureau of the signal service o the depart-
moent of agrcicultore. The senate  deculed
against tho transfor, aft o which the bill was
PSS,

The Bl provides that the department of
azrictuiture shull be an execntive departineat
undoer the superyvision of a spcrctary of ugrl-
culture, who shall b appointed by the presi-
dent by wnd with the advice and consent of
the senntes e shall receivo the same salary
as is padd to the seerctarvies of each of the
executive departments,

The eonferencs report on the sunidry civil
approprintion bl was agreed to,

Mr. Stewnr! ingoired what hud become of
his amendinent in reeard to land and timber
friauils,

Mr. Allison replied that the senate con-
forors hod yicidod on that point,

alr. Sherman moved to instruet the senate
onnferecs that if tha conforees of the two
houses enunol ngree the sennte conferees
shall propose that the test of the house bill
(disugracd to by the senute) be steleton ont
of the bill, This motion was agreed to and
the vonierees on the part of thoe senate ( Alli-
son, Hale and Cockrell) woere reappointed,

The senate then adjonrned ol Monday.

Wasmisaron, Sopt, 2.—In the house the
sennto Dill wis taken up, forfeiting the graut
of Invas i Michigan to. aul the construction
of a rallrond from Marquette to Ontonagan,
1t was passed after having bean amendod by
striking out the provision limiting the for-
feiture to lands aloig the unconstrocted por-
tion of the rond, nmil applying the forfeiture
ulsn to the Wisennsin state line,

Unanimous consent was asked to offer a
resolution authorizing the committee on judi-
giary to report to the houso at any time for
Immediate consideration a  bill providing by
legal and judieial procesdings for the sup-
pression and prevention of trusts,

A bill to suspend the operntion of the pre-
empuion, timber culture and desert land
laws  wis  roported. It now  provides
that during the pendengy of
the mensures  now  before  congress

in relation to the forfeiture of certaln lands
herctofore granted by congress o railvond
corpotation, and thereaftor, no act done or
performed by any such corporation shall in
any wise enlavge the vizht or claim of such
corporation to uny lands coverad by uny such
grant, or diminish any right now existing in
tho United States to deelare a forfelturs
thercof. This provision shall not be con-
strued to in auy wise affect or diminish or
waive auy right now existing in bohall of
the United States to declave a {orfeiture of
any of the lands embraced in any such
grant.

The house then went into committeo of the
whole on the private calendor,

Tho committee having arisen, the house
passod a number of private bills, and thon
took a recess, the evening session to be for
the consideration of private ponsion bills.

At the evening scssion Mr. Bingham of
Peunsylvania calted up the bill granting a
pension to the widow of General Sheridan,
and on this ocension Mr, Cheadle of Indiana
was the objedtor and, as e insisted upon his
point of no quoram, the bill was withdrawn,
Subsequently Mr. Bipgham ashed unani-
mous consent to have the bill wade a special
ordor for Dacember 6, but to this proposition
Mr, Kilgoro of Texas objested. Thirty-two

A Pleasing Production of “Adrienne
Locouvreuy,

The ro-eatre of Mile. Rhea, aftor an ab-
sence of several yoars from the loeal stage,
wias welecomed last evening at Boyd's opara
hiouse by o large and appreciative audience,
attesting the fact thot the favorable im-
pression mude by the handsome and accom-
plished getress on her previous appearance In
Omaha remained.
